Anglican Church Loses 
Its Venerable Head 


HALIF'AX—The Church of England 
in Canada mourns the recent death 
of its venerable and esteemed leader, 
Most Rev. Clarendon Lamb Worrell, 
Archbishop and Primate. He was 81 
years of age. 

Dr. Worrell, a native of Canada, be- 
came Bishop of Halifax in 1894, and 
in 1915 was elected Metropolitan of 
Canada with the title of Archbishop 
of Nova Scotia. Two years ago, at 
the age of 79, he undertook the oner- 
ous post of Primate of all Canada, 
pursuing his heavy duties with dili- 
gence to the end. 

The Church of England in Canada 
is organized into 21 dioceses presided 
over by as many bishops, the one of 
most recent creation being in the sub- 
Arctic area. These dioceses are 
grouped into four ecclesiastical pro- 
vinces over each of which an arch- 
bishop presides as Metropolitan, and 
one of these four dignitaries is chosen 
by the General Synod as Primate. He 
thus becomes official head of the 
Church in the Dominion.

Within Next Year 


BUT WHETHER THIS FALL OR 


NEXT SPRING IS PRIME 
MINISTER'S SECRET : 


OTTAWA—The present Canadian 
House of Commons was elected in the 
summer of 1930, and as a result of 
that election Mr. R. B. Bennett, Con- 
servative, formed a government to re- 
place that headed by Mr. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, Liberal. 

Thus there must be another election 
within the next year, and in political 
circles there ig much speculation over 
the probabilities. A complication is 
the fact that the Prime Minister of 


;Canada will desire to be present in 


London next May for the King’s sil- 
ver jubilee ceremonies, and _ there 
would be some difficulty in adjusting 
this obligation with a spring cam- 
paign. 

Political writers believe Parliament 
will be summoned this fall, probably 
late October, but differ on the ques- 
tion whether this will be a short ses- 
sion followed by dissolution and an 
‘election before Christmas or the be- 
ginning of a long, spirited session ad- 
journing over the holidays and con- 
tinuing to the eve of the London cere- 
monies—with the election in the late 
summer. 

The only certainty is that the con- 
test, when it comes, will be hard- 


fought. Mr. Bennett will defend with 
vigour the record of his administra- 
tion in the years of depression, and 
Mr. King as leader of the Opposition 
will be equally vigorous in attack. 
Added interest will be found in the 
fact that this will be the first Do- 
mitiion election to be contested by the 
new third party, the Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation.

make a careful inspection of the plot. 
A ‘careful watch should be kept for 
any material while walking up and 
down the field. Other classes of grain, 
wild oats and varieties not corre- 
sponding exactly to the one being 
grown should be pulled amd carried 
off the field. 


A careful inspection should be made 
of the binder to see that there are no 
heads or kernels of any grain on it. 
Not only should those which can be 


readily seen be removed, but the drive} 


shaft should be turned with a crank 
or wrench to expose any material that 
might be caught between the elevat- 
ing canvasses. During cutting, care 
must be exercised to see that no 
sheaves fall in adjoining grain 
where heads or kernels might be 
caught in the sheaves from the grain 
plot. It is advisable, although not 
absolutely necessary, to make small 
stooks and cap them with a sheaf 
to help preserve color and also make 
stooks less attractive for birds which 
might deposit other varieties. 

Too much care cannot be exercised 
in threshing. Where a machine is 
owned by the grower it can be well 
cleaned before threshing and the seea 
plot threshed first. When a custom 
machine is used for this wheat the 
suggestion is offered that oats be 
threshed immediately before threshing 
the seed plot. This helps greatly to 
remove other varieties of wheat from 
the separator because invariably the 
custom operator will not wait to give 
his machine a thorough cleaning. 


EGGS—GRADE A MEDIUM 
AND GRADE B 


Some misunderstanding of the pro- 
per interpretation under the new 
standards of Grade A Medium and 
Grade B appears still to exist in some 
districts, particularly in Eastern 
Canada. Grade B is the equivalent 
of the grade of Firsts in the previous 
Standards, just as Grade A is the e- 
quivalent of Extras in the old stand- 
ards, and Grade C the equivalent of 
Seconds. In the old standards there 
was one sub-grade under’ Extras, 
namely Pullet Extras.

In this country, epidemics of polio- 
myelitis reach their height in the late 
summer or early autumn. In_ the 
southern hemisphere, epidemics occur 
at the time of year which is late sum-

Canada exported 37 live cattle to 
Hong Kong, China, for dairying pur- 
poses during the first three months 
of 1934. 
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The virus is found not only in the 
nose and throat of those who are suf- 
tering from the disease, but also in 
the nose and throat of apparently well 
persons who never show any evidencr 
of the disease. Such persons are 
known as carriers. Mhere are also 
carriers of diphtheria, typhoid fever, 
and other communicable diseases. Un- 
doubtedly the carrier is responsible 
for the spread of the disease in many 
cases. 

Following the exposure to the virus, 
there is a period of from three to eight 
days before the appearance of symp- 
toms. Then, if the virus has gained ' 
control over the body, there occurs the 
pre-paralytic stage of the disease, in 
which the symptoms are a stiff neck, 
felt when an effort is made to touch 
‘the chest with the chin, headache, 
drowsiness and vomiting. These symp- 
toms may be, and often are, so slight 
as to escape notice. Many cases re- 
cover at this point; otherg go on into 
the paralytic stage. The importance 
of recognizing the pre-paralytic stage 
lies jn its being in this stage that 
convalescent serum may be given. 
Whatever value this serum has de- 
pends on its early use. If paralysis 
does occur, its crippling effects are 
minimized_by proper rest and relaxa- 
tion of the muscles as long as pain 
and fever persist. It is only after that 
-| period that exercise and massage are 
employed to restore the power and 
use of the muscles.

national trade of ‘the nation. These 
great powers‘are literally farmed out 
to the private money system..as privil- 
eges that are té be enjoyed free from 
the control of government. The Bank 
of Canada Act makes “the money 
power supreme, over Parliament in the 
realm of currency, credit and trade.” 

Mr. Bennett indicated that the Bank 
of Canada in its present form origin- 


‘ated in “thé City,” the name given by

Con- 
demning the Bennet Bank of Canada 
Bill, Mr. King said: 

“IT want to take very strong 
exception to what the government 
is doing. They are declaring for 
a privately owned and, privately 
controlled bank. This is going to 
an extreme. . .which will be found 
to be very much against the pub- 
lic interest.” 


THE SOVEREIGNTY, OF 
PARLIAMENT ._ 

Repeating the policy enunciated by 
him on February 27th, 1938, he. said: 

“The Liberal party believes 
that credit is a public matter, not 
of interest to bankers only but of 
direct’ concern to the average 
citizen, 

“It stands for the immediate 
establishment of a properly con- 
stituted national bank to perform 
the functions of rédiscount and 
the control of currency issue con- 
sidered in terms of public need. 

“A central bank is neceasary 
to determine the supply of cur- 
rency in relation to the domestic, 
social and industrial requirements 
of the Canadian people and also 
to deal with the problems of in- 
ternational commerce and ex- 
exchange,” 

I desire to direct special attention 
to these words: 
| “& properly constituted national 

central hank. 

Also: 

to perform the functions’ of re- 
discount and the control of cur- 
rency issue, considered in terms 
of public need.” (N.B.—“in terms 
of public need,” not possible pri- 
vate gain.) 

Desirous of clarifying his position 
beyond question he further said: 

“What the government is do- 
ing armounts pretty much to this. 

| They are handing over to an-in- 
stitution that is the creation of 

Parliament supreme power in the 

matter of financial policy,’in the 

matter of the control of social 
credit and in the issue of cur- 
rency.... 

“We are parting with all 
these things to the Bank of Cana- 
da, allowing it to go its way ani 
we leave ourselves, as the repre- 
sentatives of the people, in a po- 
sition where once the bank is es- 
tablished and free to pursue its 
own course, we no longer will 
have any real control over it.” 

Declaring his belief that the gov- 
;ernment itself would not be a sub- 
stantive power in matters of finance 
‘but that the Bill left the money power 
supreme and unquestioned, Mr. King 
further said: 
| “The Bank of Canada, as 
constituted by this proposed en- 
actment, will undoubtedly be the 
| means of vesting in the Bank of 
\ England the management and 
control of Canada’s foreign ex- 
change and Canada’s internal 
credit administration .... 

“As I said the other evening, 
once a nation parts with the 
control of its currency and cre- 
dit, it matters not who makes the 
nation’s laws. Usury, once in 
control, will wreck any nation. 
Until the control of the issue of 
currency and credit is restored to 
government and recognized as its 
most conspicuous and sacred re- 
sponsibility, all talk of fhe sov- 
ereignty of Parliament and of 
Democracy is idle and futile. 

“Those are strong words; 
they constitute a strong argu- 
ment and they are words which 
this House ought to take full ac- 
count of before it is too late.”

The government 
therefore must establish the ma¢hin- 
ery to keep prices, wages, working 
conditions, competition, production, 
distribution, public works, social ser- 
vices, international commerce and cre- 
dit within the bounds of reason. 

The succe:®ful operation of the New 
Deal for humanity proposed by the 
Liberal party necessitates the estab-

tions which I outlined to the Bank- 
ing and Commerce Committee on May 
-1st, 1934, namely: ... he 4 
(1) A national banking system 
controlling the issue of all cur- 
rency and monetization and is- 
sue of credit transferable by 
cheque;

accumulation of currency and 
credit in issue; 

A department of economy for 
the regulation and control of 
all internal trade, commerce 
and credit; 

A department of foreign trade 
for the development, control 
and regulation of international 
trade, commerce, ide and 
credit. 

This plan does not involve the so- 
cialization of private finance or the 
wiping out of the legitimate business ' 
of the merchant banker. It can and 
should be confined to the national ad- 
ministration of currency and public 
credit devoted to the financing of all 
public enterprise and the 


ance of an adequate stream of con- | 


sumers’ buying power. 

Under this plan the national gov- 
ernment, working in 
with the provincial and municipal au- 
thorities throughout the Dominion, 
can eliminate the disastrous costs 
which the private money system now 
imposes upon the financing of afi pub- 
lic enterprise.. We. can eliminate un- 
employment, re-establish a_ rising 
standard of living and advance our 
internal and external trade. Educéa+ 
tion may continue to iron out the so- 
cial and economic inequalities which 
unfortunately persist. Steps to se- 
cure @ greater measure of equit 
the distribution of wealth may. be x 
dertaken with greater. hope of suc- 
cess. 

Government will be able to function 
more effectively in maintaining a fair- 
er balance between the city, agricul- 
tural and industrial] communities. 

We do not assume that the Do- 
minion of Canada can maintain econ- 
omic independence but we do say that 
under this plan, the government of

Let us give them presents and 
let them go; perhaps they will tell 
their kinsmen that we are not bad, 
and then maybe they will come up the 
river and trade those sharp knives 
and fine axes for bananas, because it 
is easy to see that they do not get 
much to eat. So give this man, our 
brother, bananas and give this wo- 
man, our sister, cotton cord and let 
them go.” 


And the Uaika put them back into 
the canoe and gave them back their 
clothes and two big bunches of banan- 
as and a thick ball of cotton cord 
that the Usika women make and 
then they let them go, fading, them- 
selves, like ghosts into the forest. 

As I subsequently talked with the 
Uaika chieftan who made this pretty 
speech, I know what he said, but 
neither Jayme nor Rita did, and the 
drift of events was quite incompre- 
hensible to them. They drifted for an 
hour, hardly able to believe their gooa 
fortune, and then they paddled as 
fast as they could to get back to 
their own kind. But next day they 
began to consider their experience. 
Jayme said: 

“Those Uaika were not so bad to 
us; they took our clothes and made 
free with our persons but they did 
not hurt us. They gave us presents, 
too.” : 

“Yes,” said Rita, “they were good 
to us; it’s just’ that they are wild, 
ignorant, unbaptized heathen and 
know no better that they took our 
clothes. I think they wanted to see 
if we were people like themselves.

Sic Pointers On How To 
Drive ACarSoAsToArrive 


Ab. Jenkins, the man who holds 
more American Automobile Associa- 
tion records for distance, speed and 
endurance driving than any other 
driver—and has never had an accident 
—gives six practical suggestions for 
safe driving in the current Rotarian 
Magazine. They are: 

1. Keep both hands on the wheel. 

“The only two people I know who 
are competent to drive one-handed 
are Eddie Rickenbacker and Ralph 
de Palma—and both of them use two 
hands.” : 

2. Keep the best tires on the front 
wheels. 

“The front-wheel blow-out 1s vy 
far more dangerous. When blow-outs 
do happen, danger can be averted by 
clinging stoutly to the ‘steering 
wheel.” ‘ 


3. Always test your brakes. 

“During the first hundred yards of 
driving, I always test my brakes by 
pushing down the pedal. The brakes 
may have frozen, they may be greasy 
or need adjustment.” 

4. Be extremely careful at twi- 
light. 

“You have 3 times the accident haz- 
ard at twilight that you have at 8 
a.m. Defective visibility is, of course, 
the reason. Remember, too, that 
night-time crashes have a forty-two 
per cent. higher fatality than daylight 
accidents.” 

5. Don’t use brakes in a skid. 

“To come out of a skid throw out 


your clutch and maneuver the steer- 
ing-wheel so that the front wheels 
are in alignment with the rear ones. 
In other words, go in the skid. Brak- 
ing is ineffectual. YOur main concern 
is to equalize traction on all wheels, 
which you do by throwing out your 


clutch; your next move is to get dil 


your wheels in line. As s00n as you 
feel the skid weakening, let in the 
clutch, ‘gun’ the motor, and resumé 
forward progress.” ' 

6. Study the road. 


“Always reduce speed when pass- 
ing from one type of road to anoth- 
er. Your right wheel should be ap- 
proximately one and one-half feet 
from the outer edge of the highway. 
Running off the road is common. 
Thirty-one per cent, of accidents are 
due to speeding, while thirty-four per 
cent. are caused by cars going off fhe 
road.”

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1. WHAT IT IS 


HERE 1s onty one essential 
difference between Skeet shoot- 
ing and real bird shooting: Skeet birds 
have no feathers.
